O ther towns are In dis­ 
tress. 
Governor Dunne haB sent a rush or­ 
der for 1,000 troops to proceed by spe­ 
cial train to Cairo. 
M essages 
re­ 
ceived by the governor from Sheriff 
F rasier and Mayor Parsons of Cairo 
describe 
conditions 
as 
extrem ely 
alarm ing. 
F ears were expressed that 
the levee m ight break at any m inute 
w ith an inevitable heavy loss of life 
and an im m ense property dam age. 
The entire Seventh regim ent, I. N. 
G., under com mand of Colonel Daniel 
M oriarity of Chicago, was ordered out 
by Governor Dunne. 
Previous to tak ing this action the 
governor had already ordered the fol­ 
lowing five down state com panies to 
Cairo: K of Cairo, L of Olney, H of 
Newton, F of M ount Vernon and C. 
of Sullivan, all of the Fourth regim ent. 
Lieutenant C. E. Hyman of Effingham 
was detailed

Dick son to assum e 
charge of the 
troops. 


Refug ees Flock Into Cairo. 
In talk ing over the telephone w ith 
Governor Dunne, Mayor Parsons sta t­ 
ed thut, despite Hood w arnings advis­ 
ing 
residents 
to 
move 
to 
higher 
ground, 
the 
num ber of 
those who 
have tak en this advice has been off­ 
set several tim es over by thousands 
of refugees from all along the river 
who have been rushing into Cairo. 
Both A djutant General Dick son and 
Governor Dunne rem ained in their 
offices and were in constant com m uni­ 
cation with Mayor Parsons and Sher­ 
iff F rasier at (’aim and with A ssistant 
A djutant G eneral Shand, who arrived 
at Shaw neetow n and assum ed direc­ 
tion of the relief work at that place. 
In a m essage received from Shand 
it is said conditions at Shawneetow n 
are alarm ing and thut u break in the 
levee Is feared at any time. 
Many 
of the residents have moved to the 
hills back of the town, but a break in 
the levee would cause loss of life and 
property. G eneral Shand talk ed from 
Evansville, 
Ind., all com m unication 
w ith Shaw neetow n having been cut 
off. 
The levee at Cairo, for a distance 
of tw’enty miles, Is said to be in a 
weak ened condition and Is lik ely to 
give way at any point. 


PERU NEEDS RELIEF BADLY 


Mayor Find s Cond itions W orse Than 


Exp ected . 
Peru, Ind., M arch 31.—-W hile no ad­ 
ditional 
reports of deaths were re­ 
ceived here the general relief com m it­ 
tee, headed by Mayor John K reutzer, 
inspected 
the

found conditions much worse than had 
been expected. 
“Money is needed most of all,” ac­ 
cording to Mayor K reutzer, who gave 
out a statem ent in answ er to num er­ 
ous telegram s ask ing

“We found residents of the inundat­ 
ed section work ing to clean up their 
hom es and aiding to put the city in 
sanitary condition,” he Baid.

hom es and I think contributions of 
money would be greatly appreciated 
by all.”

Scores of Central Ind iana Persons in 


A ll W a lks of Life Have Been Hud ­ 


d led Tog ether in Small H slls and 


Other Build ing s for Days and a Seri­ 


ous Pestilence Is Feared . 


Indianapolis, M arch 31.—C entral In­ 
diana is sum m oning it» medical forces 
to fight disease, which is following in 
the wak e of the devastating flood 
which sw ept that section last week . 
Sanitary experts expect hundreds of 
cases 
of typhoid, diphtheria, pneu­ 
monia and m easles to develop. 
A m em ber of the state board of 
health asserted that the flood’s toll of 
sixty-one lives in this state probably 
will be e xc e e d s. 
Scores of persons 
in all walk s of life have been huddled 
in small halls and buildings for days. 
They have been forced to live lik e 
sheep and a pestilence is feared. 
Thousands of persons will continue 
to he hom eless until tbelr residences 
have been cleaned of the filth left by 
the receding w aters and fum igated. 
A m ajority of theso refugees have 
no clothing except w hat they wore 
when the food descended. 
W hite the residents of 
the river 
tow ns in the center of the state are 
facing a problem of sanitation the 
citlee along the Ohio river are prepar­ 
ing for the worst flood of their ex­ 
istence. 
Already thousands of per­ 
sons have been driven from the bot­ 
tom lands and the property dam age 
runs into the millions. The w ater still 
is rising and the crest of the flood is 
four days away. 
Railroad com m unica­ 
tion with theso cities has been cu t oil 
from the north. 


Und er Seven Feet of Water. 


Law renceburg, 
w here 
the 
levee 
brok e on Saturday, is under Beven 
feet of w ater. 
In the D earborn Na­ 
tional and Germ an American bunk s 
only the tops of the safety deposit 
vaults are visible. 
W ater covers the 
the first floors of the high school and 
courthouse, w here 400 persona are 
marooned. 
The w histle at the I-ewrenceburg 
mills warned 
the residents 
of the 
town that the levee had brok en. In a 
few minute« a wall of w ater thirty 
feet high swept through the town. 
Sixty houses near the break were 
crushed and carried away. 
T hat no 
lives were loet seem s a m iracle. 
N ational guurdsm en are in charge 
of the relief work a t Ijogansport. 
There are 3,800 hom eless a t Jx>gans- 
port and the m ilitary medical corps 
says that the danger of a pestilence 
is greater than at any other point in 
the state. 
The property dam age is 
$1,000,000 there and a call for more 
aid has been issued. 
In response 
to

ap{>eal 
from 
Mayor McDowell of Vincennes, Gov­ 
ernor Ralston ordered 200 tents and 
supplies sent to that city. 
Several 
Hundred fam ilies living in the valley 
around Mount Carm el, 111., near where 
the W hite and W abash rivers m eet, 
have been 
forced 
to 
flee 
to 
high 
ground, where they are without shel­ 
ter. 
Relief will be sent im m ediately. 
A nother dispatch to the governor 
said 100 fam ilies are hom eless and 
needed aid at Shoals. Ind. 
The river 
there exceeded

m ark s by four feet.

W ashington, M arch 31.—"All places 
affected by the flood in such a way as 
to need help are receiving It and it 
la not believed that there is any' suf­ 
fering anyw here now from want of 
food or shelter,” was the report to 
A djutant G eneral Wood, chief of staff, 
who, with Secretary of W ar Garrison, 
Is in the heart of the flooded district 
directing relief operations. He added 
while loss of life had been very heavy 
it was not anything lik e the previous 
reports indicated. 
“Do not send any m ore governm ent 
supplies,” said the report, "unless the 
1 departm ent's representatives on the 
I ground request it. Any supplies avail­ 
able should be held for possible needs 
fu rther down the river. 
Major Nor- 
moyle has received the great bulk of 
the supplies sent to Columbus and is 
busily engaged In shipping them out 
to points w here required.” 


DEAD AT COLUMBUS 


REMAINS SIXTY-FOUR 


Ust of Persons Missing Is 


Becoming Smaller. 


Columbus, 
O., March 
8 1 .—-Recon­ 
struction of the W est Side of Colum­ 
bus, w here the flood of last Tuesday 
w rought the heaviest dam age, will be 
begun in earnest by the undaunted 
citizens of that district with the as­ 
sistance of more fortunate residents. 
Twelve bodies were recovered from 
the debris, but many of them have 
been identified as persons previously 
reported dead, so that the Columbus 
death list still rem ains at sixty-four. 
Many are reported to be missing, 
but 
the list 
gradually 
is 
growing 
sm aller. 
Fifty-nine bodies have been 
recovered and tak en to the central 
morgue. 
Confusion caused by caring 
for bodies at two or three different 
morgues at first caused a reported 
high death list, but now all bodies 
have been ordered tak en to the Cen­ 
tral morgue as soon as found. 
W ork ing day and night squads of 
men furnished by the city and by rail­ 
road com panies have succeeded in 
patching up the big break in the levee 
which 
caused 
the disaster on 
the 
W est Side. 
A second sm aller break 
is being repaired.

W ashington. M arch 31.— | Special.]— 
Taxes on Inheritances as well as on 
Incomes will be made a part of the 
new tariff law if some of the progres­ 
sive Dem ocrats can have their way. 
The only reason why the inheritance 
tax is not considered sure is because 
some men in congress think tha t the 
states should not be deprived of this 
source of revenue. 
But. in view of the 
fact tha t it is intended to sta rt the 
Income tax upon incomes of $5,000 and 
tax only incomes over tha t am ount, it 
Is quite lik ely tha t on inheritance tax 
may also tie added to the bi!L 
Senator 
Gore, 
a 
mem ber of the 
finance com m ittee and one who will 
have m uch to say about the new tariff 
bill, believes that the Income tax should 
apply only to unearned Incomes in the 
lower grades; tha t the incomes of the 
professional men and others who work 
for them should not be taxed unless 
the incomes are much higher than 
those ordinarily paid. 


Can’t Lose What You Don’t Have. 
Senator Gore gives as one reason for 
taxing inheritances that it does not 
tak e any money from auy person. 
"The money does not belong to the 
man until the Inheritance Is complete,” 
he said. “ It Is not tak en from the dead 
man. because he has gone, and It Is not 
tak en from his heirs, becnuse they nev­ 
er bad it. 
"I recollect when I wus first a candi­ 
date for the senate one of my friends 
rem ark ed that if 1 were elected It 
would be a splendid trium ph, while If 
I were not elected I would not lose 
anything, becnuse I had nothing to 
lose. 
T hat Is the way w ith an Inheri 
tance tax. 
The man can’t lose it, be­ 
cause he never bad it." 


Dus to the Typ ewriter. 
Tw enty yenrs ago only those sen a 
tors who were chairm en of com m it­ 
tees had clerk s the year around. 
The 
others, and a large m ajority, too. had 
session clerk s, men who received $fl a 
day while the senate w as in session. 
Then there grew up a system of in­ 
creasing the num ber of com m ittees 
until every meml>er of the m ajority 
w as provided w ith a place which gave 
him a clerk . 
Then 
followed the system 
which 
m ade the clerk s to senators annual 
employees perm anently on the pay­ 
roll. 
Soon followed the more advanc­ 
ed system by which each senator was 
given a clerk and a messenger and 
each chairm an of a com m ittee had a 
clerk , an assistant clerk und a messen­ 
ger. 
T hat Is why all the useless com­ 
m ittees 
are 
m aintained. 
It 
means 
more patronage. 


Increased Corresp ond ence. 
Now it is asserted that much of this 
increased clerical force Is due to the 
typew riter; that l*ecause more letters 
are w ritten the senators huve u larger 
correspondence and need more em ­ 
ployees to tak e cure of It. 
i’erbap« 
there Is som ething in that claim. 
There Is no doubt about the 
increa s­ 
ed correspondence. 
Every man w rites 
u dozeu letters now to one w ritten 
tw enty years ago. 
For the m ost part 
the clerk s and messengers of the dif­ 
ferent com m ittees are k ept busy while 
congress is In session. 
And some sen­ 
ators are obliged to hire extra help to 
tak e care of the work which piles up 
day afte r day. 
The people seem to 
have the letter w riting habit, and 
w henever an opportunity offers they 
w rite to their senators.

Between 600 and 700 acres of rolling 
farm land and fragrant pine groves 
give the estate the seclusion the presi­ 
dent desires.

Dayton, O , March 31.— Here is th* 
problem presented to Dayton, as sum* 
marized by George F. Barba, secretary 
to Governor Cox, who Is representing 
the latter here: 


Fo rty thousand persons must be fed, 
clothed and housed for a week more. 


Tw enty thousand persons must be 
carod for Indefinitely. 
These are per- 
sons who lost their 
all when

They must be provided with a few 
necessary household articles, such as 
bedding, pots and pans, stoves and a 
few dollars. 
A half million dollars 
could be used in this way by the re­ 
lief committee. 
Fifteen thousand houses and other 
structures, or what remains of them, 
must be pulled down. 
Thousands of tons of debris must be 
removed. 
Following are some of the accom­ 
plishments since the flood broke over 
the city Tuesday morning.
